master stroke* 

2 C "The regime oust be stunned by the blow* It made the Trieste question the chief 
aim of its foreign policy* concentrating on this issue all its efforts on the 
Peace Conference; it created a special propaganda machinery for this purpose; 
it printed innumerable books* staged mass manifes tat ions 0 political conferences; 
it allotted radlotiae* and in the period 1945 - 1946 the newspapers were 
dominated by this question* The regime staked its honor* it overexerted itself 
in this question to a degree which was regarded by the nation more then foolish* 
and the result after all this grand words,, immense efforts* and gestures ( G We 
will give our lives but not Trieste 9 and similar o»)i«* that everything what the 
regime did committing Itself so much* is rendered zero Just because the US 
Government decided otherwise* 

3« "X wish I could be able to describe the extent of the defeat the Jugoslav regime 
experienced in this issue* The step in the Trieste question ha* rendered the power 
and influence of the US Government as something which is very near and casino t be 
ignored* and It has also proved to the nation that the propaganda of the regime* 
that the US Government is something remote* negligible* something which the 
regime can attack and slight without fear* is false; and that the boasting of 
the regime is one proof more, the t they will lead the country into still greater 
disaster* 

4 0 "As to the nation* it must be understood that ever since the regime proclaimed 
the Trieste question the main aim of its foreign policy* the nation - in spite -

international aim;. So bo assured that at present - as long as this regia® is in 
power ~ the nation will gladly accept the handing over of Trieste to Italy* 
regarding it necessary for the achievment of a greater and common cause of democracy, 

60 "Also* the nation is of the opinion that it is just because of the regime that 
Trieste was not given to the nation in the course of the Peace Conference and I 
am sure that the nation will be of the same opinion now. Still, it wae very wise 
that in the joint statement it was stated that because of the failure of the 
regii to live up to its obligation in administering its area of the FTT* this 
a *•* t0 handed over .o Italy , So it is an action against the regime aud 
not against the nation* 

*So the regime found itself in a very ridiculous position; whatever thev do they 
cannot prevent the defeat in this issue* How the people will rejoice, (In con- 
nection with this I would like to point out the rather keen sense of humor of my 
countrymen and draw attention to the possibilities which do present themselves * 
here - the amusement felt by the people could be heightened to open ridicule, the 
Government providing the laughing-stock. 


8* "The step will instill new confidence and new strength to the people in my 

country * the authority of the regime will be badly shaken - one stroke of the US 
Government sufficed to upset the two years long tremendous efforts of the regime; 
a single stroke rendered all the deluge of printed paper and millions of words 
of the Communist leaders - Tito included - to insignificance, to nothing* The 
remote, flighted, negligible United States made its effective entrance*’

rt The action will also give something to think about to those intellectuals who 
have joined the Communist Party after the war, and it will certainly have a most 
healthy^ influence with those who, believing that the present regime is a lasting 
and a stable one* have became (or pretended to become) supporters of the regime, 
taking part in all activities .favored by the regime e jo iaing the National Front etc. 

All such* who pretended to be the fervent supporters of the regime either in the 
wish to be on the right band wagon, or to accommodate themselves to circumstances 
which would and could not be altered* or out of fear, all such will be aware now 
that they will have to reckon with a new factor* that in all probability th^r will
